Both Factions Insist They Could
Have Way, but Facts

HARRISBURG, Jan. 81L.—Tho Vare
Brumbaugh forces won the second.round In
the investigation battle this week and nare
now “on top.” Thia was the conmensus of
opinlon here today; notwithstanding the
clalms and counter-claims that wera put out
by both camps today ap to the ultimate fate
of the Sproul resolution,

The Administration forces, aftor having
fost In committes, gained the advantege
over Senator Penrose and his loutenants
in the Legislnture, who want to probe into
the.administration of Governor Brumbaugh
and the varlous departments of the Siate
Government, through two legisiative “mis
plays” by the Penrose leaders. They were:

Firat. Taclical errors made by the Hen-
ate Penrose leaders.

Second. lLooss wording of
resolution.

The Sproul resolutfon s so vague in ita
wording and is on Its face such a "Lexow™
giving the proposed commisslon the broad-
est possible powers, that the Vare-Hrum.
baugh leaders at once opened thelr cam-
palgn agalnst it on this score

FAVORED FAIR PROBE

They declared, at the opening of Inst
wook'sn seasjon, that they favored a probe,
put one that would be “falr”™ They then
proposed amendments to the Fesolution, the
principal one of which was the Saluws amend-
ment, which Senators Salus and Vare tried
to have the Approprintions Committes of
the Senate adopt. It was voted down, 23
to 10,

The Solus amendment would have alim.
tnated perjury on the part of witnesses who
might testify before the commission.

Senntor Sproul himself privately admits
that the defeat of the amendment was A
big tactical mistake on the part of the Pen-
rose foroes ‘The Vare-Hrumbnugh lenders
had gone on record as favoring a “falr”
fuvestigation. To permit them to amend
the resolution in their own way through this
amendment would have forced them to supe
port the resolution without having the scope
of the probe seriously Interfered with,

On top of this the Penrose leaders made
another mistake in not postponing actlon
when the resolutlon came up on second read-
Ing in the Sennte Monday night, when Lhere
wera not enough Penrose votes in the Senate

Today both sldea are making calms
about the fate of the resolution next Mans-
day night, when it again is on the calendar
for third reading and final passage  in the
Benate before It goes to the House,

PENROSE'S BIG CLAIMS

The Penrose leaders say they are sure of
between twenty-nine wnd thirty-one votes
for the measure. They include in their
olaima, “at least” twenty Republican Sena-
tors and nine Democritiec Senators. They
aasert that evgry Democrat except Stewart,
who voted for postponement on Monday
night, will line up with the PFénrose forces
for an Investigation nlong the lnes Pen-
rose has mapped out,

The Democrats undoubtedly, necording
to the indications they have given, are
heart and sowl for a probe of the Gover-
nor, but the Vare-Brumbaugh leaders re-
fuse to concede that Penrose can line up
pine of the ten Democratic Senators.

The adminlstration lenders nre declaring
today not only that Senator Stewart will
voté against the resolution if It is ealled
up next Monday night, but that Senator
Hindman, of Claglon, who vofed for the
Balus amendment In commitiee, will alwo
yote against the probe.

The Vare-Brumbaugh leadars also =
that two of the Democratic Senators “-K
voted with the Penrose foges ngainst
postponement Monday night have switched
and will vole against the resolution. They
also say their forces have not been broken
into by Penrose.

It would appear, o sum It all up, that
Penrosn will have twenty-seven voles for
the Sproul resolution next Monday night,
provided all of the fAfty members of the
Benate are present,

The Democrats are “muking hay while
the sun shinea" during the fight over the
Bproul resolution. They have prepared an-
other Investlgation resoldfion of thelr own,
and are prepared to offer it to the Legis-
Iature for the Republicana’to support if the
‘)‘lmul résolution is defeated.

$12 for the four days, ‘This totaled §47.00.
